McGlothen’s official staff stood 
to their feet all over the building 
making it very clear that they 
accept the challenge willingly 
and eagerly. It was not difficult 
to see one _ state supervisor 
nodding to the others as if to 
imply “Those men must not 
know who they are fooling 
with.’’ Of course Bishop 
Patterson only kindled their 
spiritual indignation more when 
he promised that not only would 
the men of this great church 
out-do the women by a large 
margin but they will “whip them 
on their own ground.” By this 
he meant that during their 
International Women’s 
Convention in Atlanta, the men 


will excel the women’s dept., by 
such a large margin, they will 
realize once and for all why men 
are the head. 


For years women have secretly 
contended that the male 
constituency of the church are 
only the figure-heads but it is 
really the women of this great 
church who really know how to 
get things done. Most of them 
credit themselves for being 
excellent money raisers. They 
have always claimed the little 
bands and auxiliaries created by 
the women’s dept., are more 
responsible for the survival of 
the church than all the other 
activities of the church put 
together.

I would 
like to urge and encourage you 
to please arrange to stay for our 
Sunday services. 


The Red Card is $300.00 which 
includes your lodging and meals 
for five (5) days. As you are 
aware, it is almost impossible to 
secure a hotel that will house all 
of the Red Card delegates under 
one roof. This year, we have two 
beautiful hotels for our Red 
Card delegates: The Westin 
International Peachtree Plaza 
and the Hyatt Regency. Once 
again we ask your cooperation in 
choosing your roommate 
carefully in that we are still 
faced with limited twin-bed 
accomodations. Accomodations 
will be on a “first come—first 
served”’ basis. 


You may start now paying on 
your Red Card by using our 
“Installment plan.’ A mininum 
payment of $65.00 is requested 
as a- deposit.

A. THE SECOND CONDITION 
OF TRUE SPIRITUALITY 


Quench not the Spirit (I Thes. 
5:19) is another explicit 
command to the _ believer 
concerning his relationship to 
the One who indwells him. 


By. WHAT @ IS. IT, VAT 
QUENCHES THE SPIRIT 


The Spirit is “quenched” by any 
unyieldedness to the revealed 
will of God. 


It is simply saying “‘No”’ to God 
and so is closely related to 
matters of divine appointments 
for service. 


The Spirit may be “quenched” 
as well by any resistance of the 
providence of God in the life. 
The word “quench” when 
related to the Spirit, does not 
imply that He is extinguished or 
that He withdraws, it is rather 
the act of RESISTING the 


Spirit. 


The Spirit DOES not remove His 
presence, He has come to abide. 
According to the Scripture the 
believer’s responsibility in 
realizing true spirituality is again 
crystallized into one crucial 
word, “YIELD.” 


(Romans 6:13) Such an attitude 
of heart toward the will of God 
becomes these who are alive 
from the death, and any other 
attitude is no less’ than 
REBELLION in the family and 
the household of God. 


Therefore, we must not quench 
the Spirit. We must not say no 
to God. There is a life of no 
regrets and it consists in having 
done the will of God.

KE. ILLINOIS 


Bishop Lemuel Nathaniel Moore 
was recently appointed 
jurisdictional bishop of 
Southeast Illinois. He succeeds 
the late Bishop C. W. Gillespie. 
Bishop Moore is the second 
prelate in the history of that 
jurisdiction. 


Bishop Lemuel N. Moore, a 
native of Madison, Ill., is the 
youngest son of the late Elder N. 
A. Moore and Lola Carnes 
Moore. He is a life long member 
of the Church of God in Christ 
and acknowledged Christ as his 
personal Savior as a teenager. His 
entire life has been spent as a 
resident of the metropolitan St. 
Louis and E. St. Louis area. His 
elementary and_ secondary 
education was received in the 
public schools of Madison, IIl. 
He attended the University of 
Missouri, majoring in Business 
Administration, and _ the 
Randolph-Coleman Theological 
Seminary where his curriculum 
was in Religious Education. He 


is presently pursuing a Doctor’s 
of Theology, which he expects 
to» receive from — Trinity 
Theological Seminary in January 
1985. 


Bishop Moore has a_ broad 
vocational background which 
incudes a civil service career with 
the federal government in 
security communications, 
employment in the wholesale 
pharmaceutical industry where 
he was instrumental in 
organizing and heading the area 
labor union. He was the first 
black to be employed by the 
Continental Can Company’s St. 
Louis facility in management. 
By this he pioneered and broke 
the color barrier for others to 
follow him. He served that 
company in many accounting 
related positions until his final 
promotion to corporate staff 
ac eiounstant ‘for’ the 
Manu facturing-Engineering 
Division. He retired from that 
company in March 1981. He

We 
have chosen to do His will until 
we have become willing to do 
His will. Yieldedness is presented 
as the first and all important 
issue for one that is saved. 


Before service there has been a 
presentation of the whole body 
as a living sacrifice.

mission.”

D. CHRIST THE PATTERN 


One of the human perfections of 
the Lord Jesus was His complete 
yieldedness to the will of His 
Father. (Heb. 10:5-7) states, 
“Sacrifice and offering thou 
wouldest not, but a body thou 
hast prepared for me. I come to 
do thy will oh God.”- 


He was yielded to His Father’s 
Will. His yieldedness included 
even His human body. 


The absolute yieldedness of the 
Son to do the Father’s Will is 
not only the supreme example 
of a normal attitude of a child of 
God toward His Father, but such 
an attitude is to be imparted and 
maintained in the believers heart 
by the Spirit after the first act of 
dedication has _ been 
accomplished. 


(Phil. 2:5) In this small word LET 
is compressed the whole Bible 
teaching concerning the believers 
RESPONSIBILITY toward the 
possible manifestation of Christ 
in the daily life by the Spirit. We 
can not produce such a 
manifestation, but we can “‘let”’ 
it be done in us by another.

ELDER MILTON AT WORK 


Our spotlight travels to the city 
of Detroit, Michigan where the 
Whole Truth interviewed one of 
the sons of this church, Elder 
Milton H. Wells. Elder Milton H. 
Wells, who is a gospel preacher 
and a businessman, is the 
youngest son of the late Bishop 
Nathaniel Wells, Sr., and Mother 
Mildred Wells of Benton Harbor, 
Mich. He comes from a family 
that has been very influential in 
Benton Harbor for many years. 
His father was one of the great 
pioneers of Michigan. His 
mother has served the city of 
Benton Harbor for several years 
as a member of the city’s 
administration. 


Eld. Milton H. Wells is the 
youngest of four children. He 
says he had a calling to the 
ministry every since he was 4 


years old. His first sermon was 
actually preached at the dining 
room table of their home. It was 
about Blind Bartimaeus. Elder 
Wells accredits much of his 
teaching at an early age to his 
mother. She always read 
religious stories and the Bible 
to him. His young life was 
typical of a Church of God in 
Christ youth, he was brought to 
church every Tuesday, Friday 
and all day Sunday, and if there 
was a revival, he was there every 
night. Although his mother was 
greatly responsible for the input 
and knowledge he received, he 
accredits his father, who was a 
dynamic preacher, for inspiring 
him to go into the ministry. Eld. 
Wells told of how his father was 
somewhat reluctant to say he 
was called to the ministry at 
such an early age, but he was

When Eld. Milton Wells was 
ready to go to college, he had a 
choice.

We hear of many women who 
constantly struggle to be in the 
lime-light. They devote a great 
deal of effort to magnetizing 
their actions and activities, so 
that attention is directed to 
them. However, the ministers’ 
wives have not been allowed to 
make the choice-to be, or not to 
be under the _ constant 
observation of the public. 


The minister’s wife is set up on a 
pinnacle by her associates and 
the members of the church, and 
having been placed in_ this 
spectacular position, she 
becomes the “only Bible (so to 
speak) that some folk will read, 
and the only light that some will 
see’! She becomes a spectacle 
through no effort of her own. 


Some ministers’ wives may ask, 
“how do we cope with this 
situation that we find ourselves 
in?” The answer comes....“‘We 
must put our trust in God and 
ask Him to see us through.” 
When we evaluate the situation, 
we realize that we are 
TARGETS of abuse, scorn, 
derision, and feel deprived of the 
opportunity of being 
flesh-and-blood human beings; a 
real challenge is presented, but I 
am persuaded that, if we rely on 
God, He will provide us the 
strength that we need and will 
equip us with abundant 
patience, endurance, love, 
compassion and wisdom from 
above. 


We must strive, diligently, to be 
examples for the woman in the 
church as well as for others 
outside of the church family. We 
are challenged to SHOW them 
how to be good wives, how to 
care for their family and home, 
how to adorn themselves 
modestly; SHOW them how to 


keep their tongues under 
subjection when the devil would 
desire to takeover. It is 
imperative that the minister’s 
wife use wisdom and discretion 
when dealing with tender 
matters that will sometimes 
arise. Don’t give place to the 
devil! Many times some 
individuals in the church group 
will become upset and speak out 
of tum to you and your 
husband, and especially when 
your husband is being verbally 
abused, it seems that you are 
unable to bear it. Remember, a 
great deal depends on the way 
you react in situations of this 
kind. You must maintain your 
calm, and not give the abuser the 
satisfaction of causing you to 
behave unseemly. You may find 
it necessary, however, to 
followup on some situations at 
an appropriate time, but on the 
other hand, it may not be worth 
any further action on your part; 
some things are best handled 
through PRAYER. God has a 
way of handling situations and 
problems that seem to _ be 
unreachable! 


The minister’s wife should be a 
useful worker in the church, 
using her talents and abilities for 
the good of the church. It is vital 
that she uses tact and 
intelligence, remembering to 
work ‘“‘with” the members. Look 
down on no one unless you are 
reaching to lift them up. Need I 
say that, the conduct of the 
pastor’s wife has a great affect 
on the success of his ministry. 
She helps him or hurts him. She 
cannot afford to be slothful and 
non-caring about the church 
program. She ‘should prepare 
herself so that she will be able to 
effectively assist her husband 
when needed. 


I am convinced that the 
Minister’s wife has to be a 
special kind of woman, one who 


has committed her life to the 
Lord. If we are not committed, 
we will not stand the test. We 
would not be able to press over 
the obstacles and circumstances 
that we are faced with, if we did 
not know how to call on the 
Lord. When we live right, and 
present ourselves in the right 
spirit, and, when we faithfully 
serve the church, making 
numerous sacrifices, and yet be 
misunderstood, criticized, 
abused, false accused, and the 
human spirit says, “Quit” thank 
God for that small voice, deep in 
our innermost being, that 
whispers, ““Go ahead, I’m with 
you!” May we be encouraged by 
acceptance of the fact that we 
have been counted worthy for 
this task, and that there are 
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PROJECT LOVE 


enter into a new year. May I 
wish for each woman in her field 
of labor much success. 
Remember, we can do all things 
through Christ who strengthens 
us. As women of this grand 
Church, we must work while it is 
day. The harvest is right, but 
true laborers are few. We that 
have the privilege to labor, let us 
do so with all our might. 


Today, we are admonishing all 
of our women to _ follow 
leadership on the local, district, 
state and national level. God has 
helped us to brave the many 


storms of our lives, and He has 


not brought us this far to leave 
us. As the Lord takes us to 
higher heights and deeper depths 
in Him, remember, the joy of 
the Lord will be our strength.

Isaiah 40:6-9 reads: The voice 
said, Cry.

All flesh is grass, and 
all the goodliness thereof is as 
the flower of the field; The grass 
withereth, the flower fadeth 
because the spirit of the Lord 
bloweth upon it; surely the 
people is grass. The grass 
withereth the flower fadeth: but 
the word of our God shall stand 
forever. O Zion, that bringest 
good tidings, get thee up into 
the high mountain; O Jerusalem, 
that bringest good tidings, lift up 
thy voice with strength: lift it 
up, be not afraid: say unto the 
cities of Judah Behold your 
God! 


Isaiah 61:1-3 reads: The spirit of 
the Lord God is upon me; 
because the Lord hath anointed 
me to preach good tidings unto 
the meek; he hath sent me to 
bind up the broken-hearted, to 
proclaim liberty to the captives 
and the opening of the prison to 
them that are bound; To 
proclaim the acceptable year of 
the Lord, and the day of 
vengeance of our God; to 
comfort all that mourn: 
appoint unto them that mourn 
in Zion, to give unto beauty for 
ashes, the oil of Joy for 
mourning, the garment of praise 
for the spirit of heaviness that 
they might be called trees of 
righteousness, the planting of 
the Lord, that he might be 
glorified. 


In my home I have a beautiful 
plant hanging in my kitchen 
window, that was given to my 
husband while he was 
hospitalized. I’m not one for 
attending to plants and I 
definitely don’t have a green 
thumb; however I did notice 
how beautiful the plant was.

that his major thrust is around 
the church. Upon his decision to 
go into business, he went to 
Easter Michigan University 
where he carried a double major. 
In December of 1973, he 
graduated with a Bachelor’s in 
Industrial Education and 
Business Administration, he also 
received a degree in Architect 
from Washtenaw College. Later 
he went to Central Michigan 
University where he received his 
Master’s in Business 
Management. 


In 1976, Elder Wells began to 
face many of the church’s 
problems. He began to work 
with his father as an assistant. As 
his profession began to escalate 
one would think he would 
probably make some 
adjustments in his operations at 
the church, since they (his job 
and church) are so far from each 
other, but Eld. Wells continued 
to work closely with his father. 
He was promoted to the 
assistant manager of a branch 
office of the Manufacturer’s 
National Bank Corporation and 
is now serving at the branch 
located on Livernois at Lyndon 
in Detroit. Quite naturally it is 
logical that he should live in 
Detroit. For the last 4 years of 
his father’s life, he drove every 
weekend from Detroit to Benton 
Harbor which is approximately 
180 miles one way. Eld. Wells 
said he will always cherish the 
last few years spent with his 
father because through him he 
learned to appreciate the basics 
he had learned all of his life. He 
has developed a determination 
to study more and his desire to 
help people has remained one of 
his top priority. Elder Wells 
served as Co-Pastor to his father 
and accepted the challenge that 
faced him by his father being a 
senior man and he _ being 
younger. He said his father was 
quite a traditionalist and he was 
scolded by him when he made 
mistakes, but he learned that he 
was being prepared for a greater 
work. He learned to _ have 
patience. He also learned to look 
at a person’s motive. Three very 
distinctive words that he used to 
sum up his father’s teaching 
were observe, measure and 
predict. 


Elder Wells noted that he feels 
he’s on track with his profession 
but he’s not satisfied. When 
asked how could he assist the 
church at-large he explained that 
he wants to help leaders with 
financial programs, developing 
hospitals, schools, housing, and 


money to develop successful 


evangelistic programs. Elder 
Wells does, however, have a 
desire to pastor. He feels that his 
father prepared him to pastor. 
He is now an associate minister 
to his brother, Eld. Nathaniel 
Wells, Jr., who succeeded his 
father as pastor of the Greater 
Community Church of God in 
Christ in Benton Harbor, which 
is valued at over $500.000. Elder 
Milton Wells designed the rough 
draft for this building. His 
brother, Elder Nathaniel Wells, 
Jr., is also the pastor of the Holy 
Trinity Church of God in Christ 
in Muskegon which his father 
appointed him pastor of some 
years ago. That work has 
expanded spiritually and 
financially its net value is over 


$1.2 million. Elder Milton Wells 
said he and his brother work 
very well together. They have 
similar goals and they 
compliment each other. Eld. 
Wells still travels every weekend 
from Detroit to Benton Harbor 
and works faithfully with his 
brother. Eld. Wells is one of the 
many sons of the church who 
are eager to serve.

The issue is clear it is not that of 
resolving to do anything, it is 
rather that of ATTITUDE of 
willingness that another may do 
according to the last degree of 
His blessed will. 


We are to LET the Mind of 
Christ be reproduced in us and 
then worked out in our daily 
lives by: 


1. Attitude 
2. Purpose 
3. Humble Mind 


(Phil. 2:6-9) These particulars 
taken together form the mind of 
Christ, and are not mentioned 
merely to relate facts about 
Jesus Christ. They are presented 
that we may be FULLY aware 
of just what is to be reproduced 
in us and just what we are to 
LET Him do in us and through 
us. This is to be wrought by the 
power of the Spirit. 


For me to live is Christ, is the 
effect. The cause is the power of 
the Spirit of God: 


1. Christ was willing to GO 
where His Father chose 


2. He was willing to BE whatever 
His Father chose 


3. He was willing to DO 
whatever His Father chose 


There is a hymn that we are all 
familiar with and have heard 
sung, which states “Lord, I'll go, 
do and be whatever you want 
me to go, do or be.” Many sing 
these words of the hymn and 
have never faced the question of 
positive surrender to the Will of 
God. There can be NO TRUE 
SPIRITUALITY until surrender 
is made. But when it is done 
God IMPARTS the sufficient 
power for the realization of all 
His Will. 


(Phil. 2:13) This is the sum total 
of this scripture, “For it is God 
which worketh (energizes) in 
both to will and do His good 
pleasure.”” Thus He undertakes 
and continues the flow of every 
spiritual reality in the life that is 
normally adjusted to Him. (Gal. 
3:3) 


Our Lord when dealing with the 
great theme of a Christian’s 
responsibility in being WHOLLY 
yielded to God spoke of it as 
abiding in Him. 


(John 15:1-17) These scriptures 
show us the result of an abiding 
life is three-fold: 

1. Prayer is effectual 

2. Joy is celestial | 

3. Fruit is perpetual 

These results include ALL that is 


vital in a spiritual life and are 
conditioned by Christ upon 
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obedience to all that He said. 


ABIDING then is simply 
YIELDING to the known will of 
our Lord, just as He was yielded 
to His Father’s Will. 


A yieldedness to the will of God 
is not demonstrated by some 
particular issue; it is rather a 
matter of having taken the will 
of God as the rule of one’s life. 


To BE in the will of God is 
simply to be willing to do His 
will without reference to any 
particular thing He may choose. 
It is electing His will to be final 
even before we know what He 
may wish us to do. It is not 
questioning willingness to some 
one thing, it is a question of 
being willing to do anything. No 
matter when, where or how. 


(Note) It is taking the natural 
position of childlike trust, which 
has already consented to the will 
of the Father even before 
anything of the outworking of 
His wish is revealed. 


There must be a _ covenant 
relationship of trust in which His 
will is assented to once and for 
all without reservations. 


(Questions) 
1. Is He a hard taskmaster? 


2. Is there any hope whatsoever 
that we of ourselves might be 
wise enough to choose what is 
best if we keep the directing of 
our lives in our own hands? 


3. Will The Father whose love is 
infinite impose upon His child, 
or ever be careless? 


The exact human attitude 
expressed should be, “I am 
willing to be made willing to do 
His will.” He will work in us that 
which is well pleasing in His 
sight. (HALLELUJAH) 


He will work in us both the will 
to do His good pleasure. It is not 
left up to us. It is the work of 
the Holy Spirit to reveal His Will 
and then to work in us His Will 
thru our obedience.

THE MODEL CHURCH 
by 
Elder W. Holmes 


This is a continuation on a series 
of the model Church or the 
unfolding of the mystery of the 
new man. The epistle to the 
Ephesians were written by the 
apostle Paul. The founding of it 
was recorded in Acts 19:1-7. It is 
the first of the seven churches 
given to John by the Glorified 
Christ, on the Isles of Patmos. 
We are told in the second 
chapter of Revelation in the 
fourth verse John was told to 
inform them that they had left 
their first love and to repent and 
do their first work. We have no 
record that this church returned 
to their first love but as it is 
portrayed in the deterioration of 
the first church. They continued 
to decline in spirituality. During 
the period of the church at 
Thyatira they had sunk to a 
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very low level of worldliness and 
immorality as shown in 
Revelation 2:18-29. The Sardis 
church was a dead church with 
the exception of a remnant as 
the Lord referred to in 
Revelation 3:4. Thou has a few 
names even in Sardis which has 
not defiled their garment and 
they shall walk with me in white 
for they are worthy. The church 
at Philadelphia are referred to by 
some Bible expositors as the 
church of brotherly love. I know 
thy works, thou art neither cold 
nor hot: I would thou wert cold 
or hot. So then, because, thou 
art luke warm and neither cold 
nor hot I will spew thee out of 
my mouth. (Revelation 
3:15-16) Does this mean that 
the Lord was through with the 
church? By no means No. He is 
not through with the church. 


But, if you _ noticed the 
indictment was they thought 
they were in good standing 


spiritually. In other words they 
placed a higher estimation upon 
their relationship with the Lord 
than they really had. Because he 
goes on to say to them I council 
thee to buy of me gold tried in 
the fire, that thou mayest be 
rich: and white raiment, that 
thou mayest clothed, and that 
the shame of thou nakedness do 
not appear, and anoint thine 
eyes with eyesalve, that thou 
mayest see. As we look at this 


period of the dispensation of the 
church-age something 


noteworthy is to be taken into 
serious consideration: That is 
the fact that the next verse as 
many as I love I rebuke and 
chasten: be zealous therefore, 
and repent. Behold, I stand at 
the door and knock: if any man 
here my voice, and open the 
door, I will come in to him and 
will sup with him, and he with 
me. This seems to indicate that 
the master was left standing on 
the outside of the door of the 
church. Symbolically speaking 
he does stand on the outside of 
the door of every man’s heart 
desiring to be let in. The 
scriptures says and if Christ be in 
you, and the body is dead 
because of sin; but the spirit is 
life because of righteousness 
(Romans 8:10). Since we know 
that the church is the spiritual 
body of Christ and he is the 
head let us not make the same 
mistake as the Laodiceans made. 
To think of themselves more 
highly than they really were. We 
are attempting in this article and

WHAT IS SPIRITUALITY 
AND 
WHAT IT IS NOT? 


Continued from last issue 


1. Divine revelation is now given 
concerning things which eye 
hath not seen, nor ear heard, 
neither have entered into the 
heart of man. It is revealed by 
the Spirit. (I Cor. 2:9, 10). 


2. Revelation is of “deep things 
of God,” which no man can 
know. However the Spirit knows 
them. (I Cor. 2:10) 


3. Believers have received the 
Spirit who know in order that 
they too may know the deep 
things of God (I Cor. 2:12) 


4. Divine wisdom is hidden in 
the very words of God’s book; 
But the spiritual content of 
these words is understood only 
as one is able to compare 
spiritual things with spiritual. (I 
Cor. 2:13) 


5. The ‘natural man” cannot 
receive the things of the Spirit of 
God, for they are foolishness 
unto him, neither can he know 
them, because they are only by 
the Spirit discerned He has not 
received the Spirit which is of 
God. (I Cor. 2:14) 


6. A Camal Christian is born 
again and possesses. the 
indwelling Spirit, but his 
carnality hinders the full 
ministry of Spirit. (I Cor. 3:1-4) 


7. “HE THAT IS SPIRITUAL” 
discerneth all things. There is no 
limitation upon him in the realm 
of the things of God. He can 
freely receive the _ divine 
revelation and he glories in it. 


There are two great spiritual 
changes which are possible to 
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human experience-the change 
from the “natural” man to the 
saved man and the change from 
the ‘‘carnal” man to _ the 
“spiritual” man. 


Tie tormer..is-— divinely 
accomplished when there is real 
faith in Christ; the latter 
(spiritual man) is accomplished 
when there is a real adjustment 
to the Spirit. However it must be 
remembered that many 
Christians are CARNAL. 


The “spiritual”? man is the divine 
ideal in life and ministry, in 
power with God and man in 
unbroken fellowship and 
blessing. 


The transition from Carnal to 
the spiritual is treated at length 
in the Bible. However it is 
possible to know the doctrine 
and not to have entered into its 
blessings, as it is possible on the 
other hand, to have entered into 
some measure into the 
experience not to have known 
the doctrine. 


A Christian to be spiritual must 
then be filled and kept filled by 
the Spirit. 


One may learn better how to 
‘“‘walk in the Spirit,” but he will 
never come to a moment in this 
life when he will need to walk 
less in the Spirit. The divine 
resources for a moment by 
moment triumph in Christ are 
limitless. 


Every moment in a spiritual life 
is one of unmeasured need and 
super human demands, and the 
supplies of enabling demands 
and the supply of enabling 
power and grace must be as 
constantly received and 
employed. To be filled with the 
Spirit is to have the Spirit 
fulfilling in us ALL that God 
intended Him to do when He 
placed Him there. 


To be filled is not the problem 
of getting more of the Spirit, it 
is rather the problem of the 
Spirit getting more of us. 


A spiritual person then, is one 
who experiences the divine 
purpose and plan in daily life 
through the power of the 
indwelling Spirit. 


The cause of their life will be the 
unhindered indwelling Spirit. 
(Eph. 3:16-21; II Cor. 3:18)

2. If we say we have fellowship 
and are walking in darkness 
(sin); we lie. 


This command that we make an 
immediate ADJUSTMENT to 
the light which God has shed 
into our lives by the Holy Spirit. 


3. He has required of us 
confession. When He convinces 
us of sin, or is grieved by sin, 
that sin is to be dealt with at 
once. 


4, There is one condition for 
cure of the effect of sin in the 
believers life-CONFESSION. 


He is faithful (I John 2:2); He is 
just because of His atoning 
blood. (John 5:24) Divine 
forgiveness is never an act of 
leniency. 


The root meaning of the word 
FORGIVE as given in_ the 
scripture is REMISSION, it 
represents the divine act of 
separating the sin from the 
sinner. Human forgiveness is 
merely a lifting of the penalty. 


Forgiveness was possible with 
God only when there had been 
full atonement for the sin. 
(Matte 26228) « All «divine 
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forgiveness, whether toward the 
unsaved or the saved, is now 
based on the shed blood of 
Christ. His blood answers the 
last demand of a Holy God. 


When we were saved He 
FORGAVE us all trespasses. 
(Col. 2:13) Defilement of a 
Christian may be forgiven and 
cleansed on one condition of 
confession, which is prompted 
by true heart repentance. We are 
not forgiven our sins because we 
ask to be forgiven; it is when we 
econfess our sins. It will NOT do 
to substitute prayer for 
confession. 


Multitudes are praying for 
forgiveness who have made no 
confession of their sin. 


The truth embodied in this 
passage cannot apply to unsaved 
people. They are fogiven as part 
of their whole salvation when 
they believe. 


The child of God is forgiven 
when he makes a FULL 
confession. 


3. SELF-ADJUSTMENT SAVES 
FROM CHASTISEMENT (I Cor. 
11:31-32) 


“For if we judge ourselves we 
should not be judged. But when 
we are judged we are chastened 
of the Lord that we should not 
be condemned with the world.” 


The Father is waiting for 
self-judgment or confession of 
His sinning child, but if the child 
will not judge himself by a 
FULL confession of his then the 
Father MUST judge him. There 
may be chatisement, but no 
condemnation. 


4. CHASTISEMENT IS THE 
FATHER’S CORRECTION 
AND TRAINING OF HIS 
SINNING CHILD (Heb. 
12:3-15) 


By this scripture we understand 
that chastisement is the Father’s 
correction of every child, for He 
has said, “whom the Lord 
loveth, he chasteneth and in 
chastisement God dealeth with 
you as sons.” 


Chastisement is more than 
correction and punishment. The 
meaning of the word includes 
training and development. It 
therefore may be administered 
by the Father for TEACHING, 
REFINING and training of the 
child. 


The general for His chastisement 
may take may be _ included 
within these means, which the 
Father MAY employ with His 
unyielding child: (I Cor. 11:30) 


1. Weakness 
2. Sickliness 
3. Death 
(NOTE) 


It must not be concluded that 
ALL weakness, sickliness and 
death among believers is a 
chastisement from God. The 
passage teaches that 
chastisement may take these 
particular forms. (John 15:1-17) 


Abiding in Christ, this is another 
term meaning “‘life of true 
spirituality.”” In this scripture 
some of the results of not 
abiding in Christ are disclosed: 
(John 15:1-17) 
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1. Branch that does not bear 
fruit is lifted out of it place. 


2. It does not cease to be a 
branch. 


Failure to abide in Christ results 
in the following: 


1. Loss of effectiveness in prayer 


2. Loss of power in fruit bearing 
and service. 


3. Loss of joy and fellowship in 
the Lord. 


David describes his experience 
when he kept silence or refused 
to acknowledge his sin in Psalms 
32:3-6: 


1. Bones waxed old. 


2. Moisture is turned into 


drought. 


3. The hand of the Lord was 
heavy upon him. 


I acknowledge my sin unto thee 
my iniquity have I not hid. I said 
I will confess my transgression, 
the weight of the hand of God is 
like an unceasing ACHE of the 
soul. It is none other than a 
grieved Spirit. 


5h PANO wi OAM BE OF 
CHRISTIAN REPENTANCE (II 
Cor. 7:8-11) 


This is an example of true 
sorrow for sin on the part ofa 
Christian. We are given an 
account of their sorrow for sin 
and the effect of this sorrow in 
their lives. 


Much light is here given on the 
transforming effect of 
repentance and confession in a 
Christian’s life. For Godly 
sorrow worketh repentance to 
salvation not to be repented of, 
but the sorrow of the world 
worketh death. 


Such is the transforming power 
and abiding effect of true 
repentance and confession in the 
life of the believer. 


6 SoeRLe Pon NOTA N CE | 
CONFESSION AND 
RESTORATION OF AN OLD 
TESTAMENT SAINT (Ps. 
51:1-19) 


David is an outstanding example 
of true repentance and 
confession on the part of an Old 
Testament saint: 


1. His sin laid bare 
2. A broken and contrite spirit 


He was saved under Old 
Testament relationships, for he 
prayed, ‘‘restore unto me the joy 
of my salvation.”” He knew his 
salvation depended only on 
faithfulness of God. He pleaded 
for the return of his joy lost 
through sin, he lost his 
testimony as well. 


Being saved, even through the 
Old Testament order David’s 
only way back to God was the 
way of CONFESSION. 


There are portions of this major 
passage which although true of 
an Old Testament saint could 
not be rightly applied to a 
Christian in this day.
